Beginning with Julius F. Ermischy 
back in 1883, the Ermisch family has % 
been cleaning up in Terre Haute for 
more than 100 years. 

Julius Ermisch, a dyer in his 
native Germany, came to the United 
States to visit relatives in Cincinnati, 
Ohio, back in 1871. 

He went back to Germany after 
his visit to finish his apprenticeship, 
but liked the United States and 
decided to settle in this country. 

A few years later, Julius Ermisch 
passed through Terre Haute on his 
way to Milwaukee, Wis. and liked it 
here so much, he decided to stay. 

“Terre Haute was a boom city 
back in 1881, 1882,” John B. 
Ermisch, grandson of the firm’s 
founder and current president, said. 

Julius Ermisch bought a cleaning 
business from another cleaner in 
1883 and Egmisch Cleaners was 
born. Back in ose days, the 
business picked up and delivered 
clothing in horse-drawn Cadillac 
buggies. 

In addition to founding the busi- 
ness, he was the inventor of the first 
dry-cleaning machine and was one of 
the founders, and first president of, 
the National Institute of 
Drycleaners. 

Ermisch Cleaners began as more 
a dyeing than a cleaning business, 
John Ermisch said. 

“You'd buy a suit and you’d have 
it for a lifetime. You’d take it to the 
cleaners and they’d brighten it up,” 
Ermisch said. 

From primarily a dying establish- 
ment, the business has evolved into 
more than a cleaning firm. 

In addition to cleaning clothing, 
Ermisch cleans or contracts clean- 


ing for feather pillows, suedes and 
_ leathers, carpets and furniture. In 
addition, they make custom drapes, 


repair shoes, alter and repair 
“clothing, store clothing, have a fire 


` restoration service (for smoke- 


' damaged items), store clothing and 


“coin-operated laundries.

"Saw doesn’t hold up (and) 


it has a tendency to be cold in the 
winter, hot in the summer,” 
Ermisch said. 

In addition, the price of 
petroleum-based synthetic fabrics 
has gone up with increases in oil 
prices. 

Silk is coming back into popularity 
now, too, he added. 

“Silk was always popular, but it 
got so expensive it finally went out. 
It’s difficult to handle silk unless you 
know what you’re doing. For in- 
stance, you'll break the fibers if you 
steam silk.” 

Ermisch said foreign-made 
fabrics and clothing presents the 
biggest headache for cleaners. 

“If you buy almost anything 
American made — especially if it 
has a union label — you know it’s 
good. Unfortunately, they let foreign 
garments in cheaply. 

“With foreign products, the big- 
gest problem is they don’t test the 
fabric and (the fabrics) won’t cor- 
respond with our solvents.” 

In addition, he said, clothing 
designers make clothing that is 
fashionable but not always 
cleanable. 

“They (designers) ought to go to 
the dry cleaners to have the clothes 
tested. Normally, it’s the dyes that 
are the problem,” Ermisch said. 
“Basically, the manufacturers and 
the dry-cleaners don’t work 
together.” 

Ermisch started in horse-and- 
buggy days. Now they’re preparing 
to enter the computer age, with 
Ermisch’s son, Keith, supplying the 
know-how. 

The computer will not be used to 
replace any of the firm’s 40 
employees, Ermisch said. 


“Tt’ll be used for inventory control | 


and, eventually, payroll and 
everything. I don’t think the com- 
puter saves man-hours (and) I don’t 
want it for that. I want it for 
Managerial reasons. It’ll be nice to 
compare monthly sales and have 
weekly profit and loss statements, to 
know why costs are high and what 
utilities are running.”

1965, but its history is much 
more rooted in downtown 
Terre Haute than that date 
would suggest. 

Before Norma and Esten 
Fuson established their 
present dealership, the 
agency was a division of 
Downtown Chevrolet Soles 
Inc., a local dealership owned 
by Mrs. Fuson’s father, G.

Froderman’s grandson, 
Mark Fuson, said the Cadillac 
and Chevrolet dealerships 
were completely split in 1965 
when Froderman, nis son, 
Carl, and Esten Fuson wanted 
to build o new facility so both 
the Cadillac and Chevrolet 
dealerships could be housed 
in the same building. 

General Motors thought 
differently, however, so Mr. 
ond Mrs. Fuson bought the 
Cadillac franchise and the 
building at 18 S. Ninth St. The 
Frodermans bought ground 
south of Terre Haute and 
founded Chevy City, which is 
now Sycamore Chevrolet- 
Nissan. 

“When Dad took over the 
Cadillac franchise,” Mark 
Fuson said, “our agency was 
known os Downtown Cadillac

Co. Inc. Then it became Esten 
Fuson Cadillac Inc. when GM 
made a big deal out of 
wanting the dealership 
principal’s name in the 
company name. 

“In 1982, we were awarded 
the Pontiac franchise [and] 
our name was changed to 
Esten Fuson Cadillac and 
Pontiac Inc.” 

Since then, the dealership 
has been expanding nearly 
every year. 

In 1984, Fuson purchased 
the former Jiffy Car Wash 
building at 999 Walnut St., 
completely gutted and 
refurbished the building and 
moved the dealership’s body 
shop to that location.
